Each year the United St:iU-s raises a grrent crop 


oC rood sliiCCs. 
But ever s;ni:c the memory runs, 


this crop hfis been destroyed ;ind ruined several 
limes a year and the waste it a true waste or loss, 
is enormous. 
Supposing there should ever be a 


crop that represented the full possible rrultion 
ot the seed planted without the waste or destruc- 
tion ? It would feed the world. Each spring we 
have a Irost that "lulls all the fruit." 
Yet we 


have a good deal of 1'ruit in the season. Then we 
have a storm like that of Saturday and the rest 
of the crops are ruined according to the wise ones. 
But somehow there is plenty of Kardcn truck, and 
corn and wheat and oats get to market. Hats 
really destroy as much it not more than weather 
conditions. 
Millions upon millions 
of 
dollars 


worth ot grain and food is wiped ofC the earth 
each year by rats and mice. 
Oklahoma reports 


the loss of grain and corn is 51,100,000 a year from 
crows. 
In the South there is planted cacli year 


about HO per cent of the crop of the year pre- 
vious according to the statements made early in 
tlie season, then the, boll weevil 'cats 50 'per cent 
more, and later owing to the low pric.e 50 per cent 
is left in the fields unpicked,—but when the sta- 
tistics arc made up it is surprising that the total 
number of bales is a little larger than il was the 
year before. 
Chinch bugs,- Hessian fly, blight, 


vust,—these arc the enemies of wheat. 
Eut in 


spite of the hard work of these industrious in- 
sects to reduce the crop, the figures after harvest 
show an enormous surplus. 


"vVc have had April snows before,-a good many 


of them. Once in 1310 there was a terrific'storm 
on April 22. In May 1017 there was a cold spell 
in the very close of that month, a slight snow 
and "the crops were all deslroyed" that spring 
but the amount raised in food stuffs beat all pre- 
vious records.
